today the proposed multi-billion 
dollar European aid program will 
put burdens on the American peo- 
ple, 
but said the gains 'will be 


worth the cost. 


Marshall

ISu Hpokc only In general terms of 
"burdens" 
from helping Europe. 


But Secretary of Commerce Har- 
riman. talking to the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, named 
high prices here at home as one 
of them. 


"We must frankly face the fact," 


Harriman said, "that the European 
recovery program will add to our 
difficulties In trying to control in- 
flation. * * * 


"A program of the contemplated 


magnitude will be costly und will 
mean sacrifice by the American 
people. The benefits to be gained, 
however, far outweigh the imme- 
diate sacrifices." 
' 


Secretary of State Marshall sim- 


ilarly said America's "most funda- 
mental Interests" urgucd for the 
program. 


He said: 
Europe must be restored if a 


durable peace is to be attained. 
The United States has expended 
vast resources in the quest for 
peace. If by the expenditure of an 
additional amount, small in propor- 
tion to the investment: already 
made, we can finish the job, cer- 
tainly we should do so In our own 
interest as well as that of the 
world at large." 


Under questioning, Marshall told 


the House members that plans for 
helping China will be brought be- 
fore Congress "very shortly." 


"I'lurofiean recovery Is i.lie first 


order of Importance," ho siild, "and 
should not be complicated now by 
introducing discussions of other 
parts of the world." 


Lewis Douglas, U. S. ambassador 


to Great Britain,/also was a wit- 
ness before the Somite committee. 
He said this country should be 
"prudent" in the exercise of any 
influence to change western Eu- 
rope's political and economic cus- 
toms. 


This was in reply to a question 


from Senator Lodge rfR.-Mass.), 
who asked if the 16 western Euro- 
pean nations cooperating in the 
plan should be required to estab- 
lish a customs union. 


Douglas said the countries had 


already taken long steps towards 
"economic integration." 
He pre- 


dicted they will take further steps 
if adequate aid 
is forthcoming 


from the U. S. . But he said any 
'initiative" in this direction should 
come from the 16 nations, rather 
than from the U. S. 


The Senate and House commit- 


tees are Holding hearings on the 
proposed program preliminary to 
rotes on whether to recommend 
that Congress approve it. 


Generally, sentiment appears to 


'avor a program of some nature, 
jut there are sharp differences of 
opinion over the amount of aid 
and how it should be handled.

Butter Goes Up One, Three 


Cents, Eggs Drop Two 


to Six Cents Dozen' 


New York, Jan. 12 UP)— Whole- 


sale butter prices rebounded one 
to three cents a pound today while 
eggs dropped two to six cents a 
dozen. 


While butter prices were swing- 


ing 
upward on the 


market, 


New York 
housewives 


were cashing In on last week's 
slump. 


The wholesale decline test week 


was much as 10 V& cents a pound 
and today several chain stores 
were selling butter ut 89 cents 
a pound retail. 


The retail price compared with 


95 cants last Monday. 


Dealers explained that butter 


on sale in the stores today wns 
purchased two or three days ago, 
so that the 
full effect of last 


week's tumbling prices in the 
wholesale market were not felt 
by the consumer until, this week. 


In today's wholesale 
trading, 


grade AA butter jumped three 
cents a pound to 86; grade A two 
cents to 84; grade B three cents 
to 82, and grade "C" advanced to 
79. 


Trading in the New York mer- 


cantile market was light both on 
butter and eggs. 


Wholesale prices on eggs of 


mixed colors ranged today from 
40 cents a dozen to 52-53, com- 
pared with a range of 42 to 55 V4- 
56 for the various grades on Fri- 
day.

Traffic over the Kingston-Rhine- 


cliff ferry and over the three up- 
state Hudson river bridges sMowed 
an increase of almost 
500,000

The ferry operated 276 days dur- 


ing 1947 and carried 61,138 vehi- 
cles and 38,724 pedestrains, the re- 
port discloses, while in 1946 it 
operated 226 days and carried 48,- 
858 vehicles and 42,207 pedestri- 
ans. 


During the operating season in 


1947, the ferry was shut down 
about six hours for repairs and in 
1946 it was shut down about four 
days, according to the report.

Washington, Jnn. 12 UP)—Presi- 


dent Truman fired an unprecedent- 
ed peacetime budget of $39,669,. 
000,000 at Congress today to meet 
"the realities of our existing in- 
ternational and domestic -require- 
ments"- during the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1. 


He told the hostile Republican 


Congress nearly four-fifths of the 
spending estimate represent* the 
aftermath of World War II and 
efforts to head off World War m. 


Although it exceed* by $2,000,. 


-000,000 his budget request for th* 
current .year. Mr. Truman declared 
its preparation was governed by 
"rigid standards of operating econ- 
omy" 
in the government. 


"The plain fact is," he said in 
his accompanying message, "that 
our budget must remain until we 
have met our international re- 
sponsibilities and can see the way 
clear to a peaceful and prosper- 
ous world." 


In an obvious reference to the 


hoped-for effect of foreign aid in 
curbing the spread of communism. 
Mr. Truman said: 


"Should failure of these pro- 
grams result in a further exten- 
sion of totalitarian rule, we would 
have to reexamine our security 
position and take whatever steps 
might be necessary under the cir- 
cumstances." 


Mr. Truman declared that 79 


per cent of the expenditures he 
proposed "directly reflected the 
costs of war, the effects of war. 
and our efforts to prevent a. 
future war." 


Two Biggest Ilcnw < 


In this class he listed the two 
biggest items in his budget: 
$11,000,000,000 for national de- 


fense, 28 per cent of the total and 
$279,000,000 higher than this year; 


$7,000,000,000 for foreign and 


other international affairs, 18 per 
cent of the total and up $1,500,- 
000,000. 


After -allowing 
for veterans 


benefits, interests on the public 
debt and tax refunds, Mr. Truman 
said, only 21 per cent of the out- 
lay would remain for social wel- 
fare and ordinary expenses of gov- 
ernment. 


He injected a note of optimism, 


however, with an estimate that 
"under existing tax laws" federal 
revenues will yield a record-break- 
ing surplus of $7,482,000,000 this 
year and another of $4,808 000,000 
in the following 12 months * Con- 
gress adopts his fiscal pl-~ii. 
The Chief Executive said income 


for the 1948 fiscal year, now half 
over, should reach $45,210.000,000. 
the highest for any year except 


wartime 1945. 


He tsimated next year's receipts 
at $44,477,000,000. 


But Mr. Truman insisted the 
government should use all excess 
over spending to scale down the 
$256,000,000 public debt He said 
the debt should be cut to $250.-~ 
900,000,000 by next June 30 and to 
$246,200,000,000 one year later. 


To do this and still leave room 


for the $40-per-person tax cut he 
suggested last week, the President 
reiterated his call for a $3,200,000,- 
000 hike in corporation taxes. 


The new budget* is based on the 


assumption that Congress will ac- 
cept a variety of other projects 
outlined in Mr. Truman's state of 
the union message which GXXP.

Claus" bidding for votes. 


It includes a new program of 
financial aid for state school sys- , 
terns, health insurance, extension 
of social security to such groups as 
farmers, domestics and the self- 
employed, long range housing aid, 
and expanded flood control.

Vandenberg Is only the second son of 


Michigan In 80 years to be seriously consid- 
ered for the presidency. The other was 
Russell A. Alger, a former governor, who 
had a fair number of votes in the wide-open 
Republican convention of 1888. John Sher- 
man, Ohio's most eminent statesman in the 
last half of the 19th century, led the field, but 
eventually lost to Benjamin Harrison of 
Indiana, who was elected. Sherman publicly 
blamed Alger for his defeat, charging him 
with having bought over Southern delegates 
pledged to Sherman. 


Alger later became secretary of war under 


President McKlnlcy. The Spanish War came 
during his term, and shocked Americans by 
the Inefficiency of the War Department. 
Spanish War veterans recall the "embalmed 
beef" that thieving contractors sold the 
army, with eo hindrance from Alger. Me* 
Klnley wag eventually glad to accept his 
resignation and appoint a man of very diffi- 
cult caliber, Ellhu Root. 


Where does F.D.R. come In? He enlisted 


Vandenberg In the cause of a non-partisan 
foreign policy. He also carried Michigan 
three times, turning It from a sure Republi 
can state Into a doubtful. Thl* has made it 
worth while to play for Michigan's big vote. 
Thus the strength of «, political opponent 
has created an opening for the candidacy of 
Senator Vandenberg.

The inow of 1947-8, which crippled New York 


and Its environs, would really be a matter of slight 
importance were It not that a bomb might do the 
aamc thing and find this and other cities equally 
unprepared. 


For some reason, which perhaps psychologists 


can understand better than politician*, prepared- 
ness Is not an American trait. For instance, as the 
record now discloses itself, the United States was 
In peril of being Involved in war at every moment 
after the Invasion of Poland in 1939. Certainly, 
after Stunner Welles's visit to .Berlin in 1940, there 
was no doubt about it. Yet, ju> preparations were 
made and it took a year or more after Pearl Har- 
bor before we actually got going. 
The snowstorm found New York without ade- 
quate equipment, with its temperamental mayor on 
Vacation, with ho disaster plans that could be set 
In motion Immediately against the Insuperable 
force* of destruction, True, the coming of the 
storm was nobody's fault, but the appearance of 
B-29's or their successors,/hurtling bombs on our 
skyscrapers, would be no one's fault; yet the re- 
sponsibility for preparedness cannot be shifted so 
readily. We know now that we are menaced. 
The people were, during the storm, on the 


whole, good-natured and cheerful. They were left 
without means of transportation except fqr the 
subways and the suburban trains. The subways ran 
underground and out of the way of snow and wind 
and did a magnificent service. The suburban trains 
fought with wind and snow and third-rail ahorts 
and they did a magnificent service In the circum- 
stances. .They were late, but they did not stop. 
Buses, taxis, motor lorries and other forms of sur- 
face transportation quit—although great 
praise 
should be given the milk and bread deliveries which 
came on the job with astonishing rapidity. 
Instead of acknowledging lack of preparedness, 


the officials blamed slow snow-fighting on parked 
automobiles which impeded bulldozers, snow plows, 
etc. The local magistrate's courts fined the owners 
of these cars by streamlined justice which gave the 
appearance of an attempt on the part of municipal 
officials to find the cost, of snow removal in park- 
Ing fines. 
• 
• 
In view of the fact that the city Is normally 
short of garages, that most garage-owners are un- 
conscionuDlc gougers who would not be tolerated in 
a properly managed community; in vlt>w of the fur- 
ther fact that the owners of cars had suffered 
costly damages because their cars had been liter- 
ally drowned In snow and ice during a year when 
anti-freezing compounds are scarce; and since tow- 
Ing vehicles and chains were scarcer than hen's 
teeth, it seems unfair, indecent and even dishonest 
to place i the blame on the fellow whose car got 
stuck. 
But It Is characteristic both of our unprepared 
ness and of the politician's efforts to detract from 
his own shortcomings that he should have drama- 
tized the wickedness of the already suffering citi 
zen. They have been doing that for years. 
The New York "Dally Mirror" quoted three 
magistrates as being responsible for the following 
three aslnlnltles: 
"I get along without one (an automobile.) Next 
case. "Don't keep a car.'.' "These days people should 
find a.garage, and.then buy a car." . 
The untoward incident cannot detract from the 
good spirit and general cooperative attitude of the 
average citizen in the face of the unpreparcdness 
of the municipal officials. Yet, were we faced with 
war and bombs and gas and explosions, it would 
be too tate for a good spirit and gentle forbearance. 
It would be too late for anything but panic and 
disaster. 
The lesson of the snowstorm is clear. Instead of 


spending billions In futilities, this country now 
needs to be prepared for any emergency. It needs 
to have every device on hand to meet sudden and 
fearful disaster. Maybe nothing will ever happen. 
Maybe the lion wlU lie down with the lamb. Maybe 
the United Nations will save the world, Maybe 
Stalin will sing the "Star Spangled Banner" every 
morning before breakfast. Maybe we shall have a 
century of peace. But preparedness Is insurance 
that the barn door Is locked before the horse is 
stolen. Our minds might just as well be adjusted 
to that necessity.

HIGH-BLOOD PRESSURE 


A physician examining candidates for an insur- 


ance company makes It a habit, wherever possible, 
to give the examination before breakfast as he finds 
the blood pressure and heart rate much lower than 
during the day — especially in the nervous type of 
individual. 


However, when he finds the blood pressure high 


after several examinations and especially if the 
heart rate also is too rapid, he rejects the candidate 
because he has found that, this man or woman is 
more likely to always have high blood pressure .and 
so more likely to have a heart stroke (coronary 
thrombosis) or a brain stroke (apoplexy). 
"That overweight In an individual who has high- 


blood pressure and rapid heart rate may prove dan- 
gerous is pointed out in the "Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association" by heart specialists in 
four cities — Drs. Robert L. Levy, New York, Paul 
D, White, Boston, William D, Stroud, Philadelphia, 
and Brig. Gen. Charles C. Hillman, Miami. These 
physicians investigated the three conditions — high- 
blood pressure, rapid heart beat, and overweight — 
In a group of 22,741 army officers. 
By sustained hypertension (high-blood pressure), 
was meant a reading of 150 millimeters of mercury 
syfltolic pressure or 90 dlastollc persisting through- 
out one examination and not followed by lower 
reading In later examinations. 
By transient or passing rapid heart rate was 
meant a rate of 100 beats per minute or more which 
was followed after rest on any particular examina- 
tion by a rate under 100, 


An officer was considered to be overweight if he 
was heavier by 20 pounds or more than the stand- 
ard given by Army regulations, calculated accord- 
Ing to age and height. The age was noted at which 
overweight was first observed, and from then on 
the porsori was placed in the overweight class. 


• Temporary or transient blood pressure or rapid 
heart beat, or overweight — each by itself — in- 
creased the probability of later developing perma- 
nent high-blood pressure and death from heart and 
kidney disease. The presence of '.two of these condi- 
tions was. of greater Importance, The presence of 
all three was extremely dangerous. 
Overweight can be prevented.

Heart of Iwue of Marshall Plan Difference It WnetWr It

Washington, Jan. 12—Shall the \ 
So far as Congress is concerned. 
—-•--" ' 
Marshall plan be administered on 
a business or a political basis? 


This is the heart* of the issue 


that divides the administration 
and Congress today. The plan it- 
self can be passed but not unless 
Congress retains control over the 
manner In which the next install- 
ment of $7,000,000,000 In interna'- 
tional aid is disbursed. 


The Department of State has 
spread the idea that it would be 
unconstitutional for Congress to 
set up an independent agency to 
administer the Marshall plan. The 
argument has been advanced that 
the country cannot have "two 
secretaries of state." This is a 
specious objection. No such con- 
flict need arise. Actually financial 
and economic matters have been 
handled by independent agencies 
for many years and nobody has 
risen, to question the constitution- 
ality of the method. 


Congress for example created 
the Export-Import Bank which 
contlnueously 
is 
carrying 
on 
negotiations, with foreign govern- 
ments. Congress also created the 
Lend-Lease Administration which 
during the war handled billions of 
dollars and it was not under the 
control of the Department of 
State either. 
From time to time other gov- 


ernmental departments here have 
conducted negotiations with other 
governments and there has not 
been any difficulty about jurisdic- 
tion. Thus the Treasury Depart- 
ment has handled the negotiations 
with the British government in 
connection with the recent loan. 
All through the war period dif- 
ferent agencies of the executive 
branch of the government 
had 
their own representatives abroad 
and conducted their business with 
foreign governments. 
It would appear that in attempt- 
ing to control the disbursement of 
funds from a, political standpoint, 
the State Department might be 
Inadvertently confirming Russian 
charges that the plan is basically 
political and not economic. 


it wants the money used to re- 
habilitate Europe and it wants the 
whole thing done on a business 
basis. The political objectives arc 
recognized but at the same time 
Congress does not want 
money 
thrown away on the recommend*- 
.tion of some diplomatic represen- 
tative, who thinks that a Uttte 
more money here or there will as- 
sist in stabilizing some political 
faction or party in a foreign coun- 
try.Congress, moreover, is inter- 
ested in a business-like procedure

It seems Improbable that any 


majority in Congress would vote 
for a .scheme that turns over 
$7,000.000,000 to the diplomat* 
of the State Department to spend 
for what they conceive to be ben- 
evolent purposes. It seems more 
likely that Congress will insist Od 
the appointment of an administra- 
tor and a board to disburse the 
funds as Congress may direct. Ce*» 
tainly the Secretary 
of State 


should be a member of the execu- 
tive board of the .agency or com- 
mission but the agency should be 
the boss of what money or coan- 
modities shall be forthcoming an* 
the formula used fulfilling the 
points in the whole plan.

Many wage earners, In fact, are 
complaining that they are paying 
as much In various kinds of taxes 
now, as they received yearly In 
alaries at the beginning of their 
working careers. 


We have paid heavily, year 


after year, because the nation* 
abroad have been constanthr at 
each other's throats. We Aiave 
never demanded such murder in 
these shows, and have long since 
made bids that the theme be 
peace alone. 


The price has gone up each, tine 
a need arose for a benevolent un- 
cle in the east, and we have paid 
again and again for the privilege 
of hoisting ourselves out of ruts. 
by our own boot straps with one 
hand while we reached across the 
waters with the other to help a 
neighbor. 


We are In this vicious cycle as 
audience and backer up to our ear 
lobes and while some mild relief 
is promised on political fronts, 
chaotic trends in both local and 
international affairs hold no en- 
couraging, long-range recovery.

tion has politicians perfectly ca- 
pable of such ruthlessness.

Do Marshall and Truman hi 
estly believe 'it is necessary for 
us openly to fight Russia's puppet:

Admittedly, the Soviets must 


have most — perhaps all — of bur 
important military secrets. They 
may soon be turning out atomic 
bombs and all the other hew in- 
fernal machines which delight the 
gods of war.

can people? 


Actually, there is not a reason 


in the world for taking American 
citizens blindfold into war this 
time. 
It is the people who will have 


to furnish the blood,, sweat anc 
•tears. If we must fight Russia 
why not so inform tho people'off! 
dally? Then take forthright steps 
toward that end. 
It is an act of arrogan, bruta 


dictatorship to truck .us or leac 
us blindfold into a war. That has 
been done before. A great many 
Americans are tired of having this 
happen und then being called "so 
ditlonists" for resenting this in- 
sult of their citizenship—for con- 
demning this treason to the Con 
stitution which gives their gov- 
ernment ,all the authority, it may 
ever claim to govern them. They 
arc tired of this insult to their in- 
telligence—of this usurpation ol 
power.

York city officials, cheered by the 
ending of a strike threat by oil 
bargo and tanker crewmen, con-

more tankers made available here 
by the U. S. Maritime Commission 
to ease a current fuel oil short- 
age.

A.F.L. International Longshore- 
men's Association, reached 
an 


agreement with employers that 
provided a 10-cent hourly wage 
increase and other benefits for 
1,000 harbor craft workers who 
bring 90 per cent of the city's oil 
from New Jersey refineries. 


The agreement provided for an 


additional crewman for some self- 
propelled tankers and a revised 
formula for overtime work oil 
barge*. The crewmen hnd re- 
ceived $7 to $14 a day. 


Mayor William O'Dwyer had 
said a strike of the harbor work- 
ers would parntyzo the city. 


With the .city's current oil sup- 


ply estimated unofficially "to bo 
five to eight million gallons below 
dally needs of 18 to 20 million 
gallons, city officials pressed their 
efforts to have the Maritime Com- 
mission assign 20 additional tank- 
ers for service to east coast cities 
in January and February. 


The city also is seeking legisla- 


tion to permi" the commission to 
operate tankers under Its control 
for 90 days after February 29,
